No. 34(13)-TMP/FMC/59.—In their Resolution No. 33(2)-TMP/FMC/58, dated 
the llth February 1959, the Government of India decided inter alia that recognition 
should be granted under section 6 of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 
1952, for forward trading in gur to an association to be newly constituted on a 
representative basis at Muzaffarnagar. The Government of India have since 
reviewed the position in consultation with the Forward Markets Commlss_on and 
on its recommendation have decided to recognise under section 6 of the said Act 
for forward trading in gur the Vijai Beopar Chamber Limited, Muzaffarnagar, 
which had applied under section 5 of the said Act for such recognition and which 
has now re-organised itself on a representative basis.

Import Trade Control 
New Delhi, the 4th July 1959 

Subject:— Impart of Coal tar dyes, textile chemicals, etc,, against exports of 
Cotton textiles, yarn and handloom goods. 

No. 70-ITC(PN)/59.—Attention of the importers is invited to para, (d) of 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. 91-ITC(PN)/58, dated 5th 
November 1958 according to which the textile manufacturing mills which arc 
gIVen licences for the import of dyes, textile chemicals etc. under the Export 
Incentive Scheme are permitted to sell such dyes and chemicals to other textile 
manufacturing mills if the quantities imported by them are found to be surplus 
to their actual requirements. 

2. On a review of the position, it has been decided to permit the textile manu¬ 
facturing mills to sell such dyes and chemicals imported by them against licences 
granted under the Export Incentive Scheme to any unit of the cotton textile 
industry requiring these items whether such a unit be a cotton textile manu¬ 
facturing mill or a processor. The sales, in such cases, will, however, be subject 
to the condition that the transactions should be reported with sufficient details as 
to the description of the stores, the quantities and the prices involved to the 
Textile Commissioner, Bombay within seven days of the date of transaction.
